Nixon orders review of gas prices 


President Nix o n instructed the Co st 
o f Liv ing Co uncil to day to speed up its 
rev iew o f retail g as statio n prices and 
decide this week what price increases 
are allo wable. 
A presidential spo kesman, Gerald L. 
Warren, said the co uncil had pro mised 
to make an upward adjustment in re­ 
tail g as prices after rev iewing data 
filed by Tuesday . 
The co uncil’s directo r, Jo hn T. Dun­ 
lo p, said Friday that the co uncil wo uld 
start rev iewing data o n the retail g as 
price situatio n Tuesday and autho rize 
dealers to raise their prices by a spe­ 
cific amo unt. 
“ Bo th the President 
and 
Dunlo p 


wan t to cleo r u p this situ atio n 
as so o n 
as po ssible,” Warren to ld repo rters at 
tn e v /m t e Ho u se. “ They want to clear 
u p an y co n fu sio n 
that mig ht ex ist in 
the min ds o f dealers.” 
Retail gaso lin e statio n o p erato rs in a 
n u mber o f areas began clo sin g o v er 
the weeken d, triggerin g a ru n o n av ail­ 
able su p p lies. 
Warren said there was n o q u estio n 
abo u t the Co st o f Liv in g Co u n cil p er­ 
mittin g an in crease in retail p rices an d 
the o n ly u n certain ties were the size o f 
the in crease an d its timin g.

came as man y gas statio n s clo sed in 
p ro test o f the Phase IV p rice co n tro ls. 


“ The President wants the rev iew ex ­ 
pedited and a decisio n o ut this week,” 
Warren said. 
Because o f what they said was un­ 
certainty o v er price increases ev en af­ 
ter Dunlo p pro mised bo o sts wo uld be 
permitted, many g as statio n o perato rs 
went ahead with prev io usly anno unced 
plans to shut do wn. 
Getting g aso line meant waiting in 
lin e in so me parts o f the co untry dur­ 
in g the weekend because o f p ro test 
clo sin gs, but ev en o n the hard hit West 
Co ast, where the shutdo wns caused a 
50 per cen t reductio n in traffic in parts 
o f No rthern Califo rnia, there 
were 
so me g as statio ns o pen in all co mmu­ 


n ities.

President receives plan 
for allocation of fuels 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Nix o n has o n his desk a co nting ency 
plan fo r mandato ry allo catio n o f fuels 
and may hav e to put it into effect, 
say s White Ho use do mestic co unselo r 
Melv in R. Laird. 
Dep u ty Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren said to day Nix o n was rev iew­ 
in g all asp ects o f the fu el situ atio n bu t 
had n o t reached an y decisio n y et o n 
imp lemen tatio n 
o f 
the 
co n tin gen cy 
p lan . The Presiden t’s chief en ergy ad­ 
v iser, Jo hn A. Lo v e, had said Nix o n 


mig ht make up his mind early this 
week. 
“ I perso nally feel that it may be nec­ 
essary to g o fo rward with a pro g ram 
in this area, and we may no t be able 
to wait fo r actio n by the Co ng ress,” 
Laird said in a Sunday telev isio n inter­ 
v iew (CBS “ Face the Natio n.” ) 
Laird did no t spell o ut the sco pe o f 
the plan, but the administratio n is 
kno wn to hav e dev elo ped a co nting ency 
plan fo r allo catio n o f supplies o f crude 
o il, petro leum pro ducts including g aso ­ 
line and fuels such as pro pane and bu­ 
tane.

Hunt links Nixon aide to plan to 
implicate JFK in Diem killing plot 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
—Waterg ate 
co nspirato r E. Ho ward Hunt testified 
to day that the White Ho use, try ing to 
win the Catho lic v o te fo r President Ni­ 
x o n in 19 72 , tried to pro v e falsely that 
the Kennedy administratio n had plo tted 
the 19 63 assassinatio n o f President 
Diem o f So uth Vietnam. 
Hunt, first witness as the Senate Wa­ 
terg ate hearing s resumed after a se­ 
v en-week recess, said he had been “ di­ 
rected” by Charles W. Co lso n, then a 
special co unsel to Nix o n, to co nco ct 
pho ny State Department cables to im­ 
plicate Kennedy in the deaths o f Ng o 
Dinh Diem and his bro ther-in-law, Ng o 
Dinh Nhu. 
“ I believ e it was desired by Mr. Co l­ 
so n, o r at least so me o f his co lleag ues, 
to establish that a Catho lic U.S. admin- 


istratio n had co nspired in the assassi­ 
natio n o f a Catho lic chief o f state o f 
ano ther co untry .” Hunt testified. 
The implicatio n was that Catho lic v o ­ 
ters wo uld v o te fo r Nix o n when they 
learned that Kennedy , a Demo crat, 
had been implicated in the assassina­ 
tio n. 
Hunt, o ne o f the o rig inal Waterg ate 
Sev en who pleaded g uilty in January to 
co nspiracy , 
burg lary , 
bug g ing 
and 
wiretapping in the bug g ing scandal, 
said he believ ed he had been acting as 
a secret g o v ernment ag ent when he 
bro ke into the Demo crats’ o ffices in 
the Waterg ate co mplex and partici­ 
pated in the burg lary at the o ffice o f 
Daniel Ellsberg ’s psy chiatrist. 
He said in the aftermath he felt 
“ crushed by the failure o f my g o v ern- 


ment to pro tect me and my family , as 
in the past it has alway s do ne fo r clan­ 
destine ag ents.” 
As part o f his clandestine wo rk, Hunt 
said, Co lso n asked him to rev iew se­ 
cret g o v ernment co mmunicatio ns in 
the weeks leading up to the 19 63 co up 
in which Diem and Nhu were killed. 
He said he fo und g aps in the reco rds 
but no netheless felt there was “ ev ery 
reaso n to believ e ... that the Kennedy 
administratio n was implicitly if no t ex ­ 
plicitly respo nsible” fo r their deaths. 
“ He (Co lso n) sug g ested I mig ht be 
able to impro v e o n the reco rd ... to 
create o r fabricate, to substitute fo r 
the 
missing 
chro no lo g ical 
cables,” 
Hunt testified. 
Hu n t said he did so . an d then —at

o n a man dato ry basis. 
Deu kmejian ’s bill cleared the legisla­ 
tu re o n lo p sided v o tes, 
5 2 -12 in the As­ 
sembly an d 2 7-12 in the Sen ate, after 
bein g bo ttled u p fo r mo n ths in 
the ho s­ 
tile Assembly Crimin al Ju stice Co m­ 
mittee. 
Becau se o f in ten se p u blic p ressu re, 
the co mmittee—co n tro lled by death p e­ 
n alty fo es— fin ally cleared the

No ting that the initiativ e passed by a 
2 -to -I marg in, Reag an said the o ut­ 
co me “ sho ws that under o ur sy stem o f 
g o v ernment, the peo ple’s will can ulti- 
m a t e 1 y prev ail despite numero us 
ro adblo cks.” 
Califo rnia’s 106 co ndemned men at 
the time the San Quentin g as chamber 
was shut do wn included Sirhan B. Sir- 
han, assassin o f Sen. Ro bert F. Kenne­ 
dy , and mass killer Charles Manso n. 
The new law will no t affect them no r 
any o ne else co nv icted prio r to Jan. 1, 
19 74 . 
It may be y ears befo re any o ne ac­ 
tually receiv es the death sentence be­ 
cause o f ex pected leg al attacks to the 
measure. Oppo nents such as the Amer­ 
ican Civ il Liberties Unio n has warned 
o f “ g rav e” co nstitutio nal defects and 
threatened to test it in the co urts. 
If and when the time co mes fo r tha 
death penalty to be impo sed o n a co n­ 
v icted mu rderer, the San Quentin g ay 
chamber will be ready . 
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International Monetary Fund meet opens in Africa 
Nations beat drums of hunger and inflation

The 
United States and other Western na­ 
tions today gave the twin crises of 
hunger 
and 
inflation 
priority 
over 
world monetary reform at the first 
meeting of their five-day annual ses­ 
sion. 
The meeting brought together 3.500 
delegates from 126 International Mo­ 
netary 
Fund 
(IM F) 
member 
na­ 
tions—the biggest financial session in 


history. It opened to the beat of Afri­ 
can drums, the cry of Kenyan dancers 
and a warning from Kenyan President 
Jorno Kenyatta that “ the world cannot 
continue on its present course” without 
disaster. 
Monetary' reform had been expected 
to take up most of the five-day meet­ 
ing. But an agreement Sunday by ma­ 
jor industrial nations to produce a re­ 
form package within 10 months settled 


that matter and left the iorum open for 
other matters. 
“ The world cannot continue on its 
present course,” Kenyatta told dele­ 
gates 
in

woodpaneled 
Kenyatta 
Conference Center hall. “ If it does, 
monetary 
and 
economic 
situations 
similar to those of 40 years ago would 
be inevitable.”

Oregon ordered to cut 
power ¡n face of crisis 


GLENEDEN BEACH. 
Ore.

—The 
threat 
of 
an 
electric 
power 
shortage in the Pacific Northwest is so 
strong that Oregon Gov. Tom McCall 
Sunday ordered all outdoor lighting not 
needed for security purposes 
to 
be 
turned off starting tonight. 
Western governors were also told at 
their annual conference that plans for 
mandatory cuts in electric usage of up 
to 25 per cent should be ready by Nov. 
1. 
E .F . 
Tirnme. 
coordinator 
for 
the 
Northwest Power Pool, said the plans 
will start with a 10 per cent cutback 
that could be expanded to 25 per cent 
in four phases, if necessary. 
The governors also discussed how to 
provide fair shares of electricity for 


upstream and downstream slates along 
the Columbia River, and whether envi­ 
ronmental restrictions should be re­ 
laxed during the energy crisis. 


The governors said they feared the 
possibility of 
federal intervention 
if 
they were unable to come up with a 
solution of their own. 


Don 
Hedel, 
administrator 
for 
the 
Bonneville Pow'er Administration, said 
the federal government has no clear 
authority to impose mandatory cuts on 
electricity. 


Model also warned governors of other 
states 
at 
the conference 
that 
they 
should not consider themselves remote 
from the crisis. 


He reminded them that surplus po­ 


wer previously available is no longer 
there. That will mean higher costs to 
generate their own electricity as well 
as more reliance on power sources that 
pollute the air, he said. 


Timme told the governors that envi­ 
ronmental restrictions must be eased 
to help solve the shortage of elec­ 
tricity.

Chile's Nobel winner, Pablo Neruda, 
critic of U.S. firms, dies of cancer 


SANTIAGO (UPI) —Pablo Neruda, 
the Nobel Prizewinning poet and leftist 
diplomat, died Sunday night in a San­ 
tiago clinic at the age of 69. 


Neruda, a member of Chile’s Com­ 
munist Party and an ambassador un­ 
der the late 
President Salvador Al- 
lende. died 12 days after a military 
junta overthrew the Marxist regime he 
fought for and served. 


Dr. Fergio Drapper, Neruda’s per­ 
sonal physician, said the poet was suf­ 
fering from cancer and had gone into a 
coma Sunday. 
Neruda’s 
poetry 
bitterly 
attacked 
U.S. 
companies 
operating 
in 
Latin 
America, and he called himself an ene­ 
my of America’s “aggressive” policies. 
He won the 1971 Nobel Prize for Li­ 
terature in 1971. 
One of his most frequently quoted 
works says God, at the moment of 
creation, decided to give the most suc­ 
culent parts of the world to a single 
American corporation. 
Neruda, who served as Chile’s am­ 
bassador to France until he resigned 


because of failing health, had been a 
patient at Santamaria Clinic in San­ 
tiago since Sept. 19.

ered poetry a waste of time. 
Born Ricardo E. Neftali Reyes Bas- 
calto, he won the Nobel Prize for li­ 
terature in 1971, the second Chilean to 
get the award. His former grade school 
teacher, poetess Gabriela Mistral, won 
the prize in 1945. 
By the late 1930’s, critics spoke of 
two periods in 20th Century Spanish- 
language poetry, “ Before and After 
Neruda,” because of the changes he 
wrought in language, meter, rhythm 
and rhyme. 
Appointed ambassador to France two 
years ago by Chilean President Salva­ 
dor Allende, who was slain in the coup 
that overthrew his regime, Neruda re­ 
signed die post 12 months ago because 
of failing health. 
“ Paris and Isla Negra are the two 
great loves of my life,” he said. 
Isla Negra, a tiny village on the 
rocky Pacific coast southwest of San­ 
tiago. was where Neruda lived out his 
last years in a villa studded with arti­ 
facts stripped from wrecked ships and 
a huge collection of sea shells. 
Married three times, Neruda’s only 
child, a daughter, died in Paris at the 
age of 8. 
Neruda joined the Chilean Commu­ 
nist party in a public ceremony in 1945 
in a Santiago movie theater. 
He visited the United States in 1943 
and 1966 and denied he was anti-Amer­ 
ican. only against the U.S. “agressive” 
polices. 
“ I’ve always held the warmest senti­ 
ment for the United States” and de­ 
scribed himself as a “ humble disciple” 
of Walt Whitman, who he said had “ in­ 
fluenced all modern ooets.”

Being president 'awesome/ 
'frightening/ says Reagan 
Forecasts 


SACRAMENTO. 
Calif. 
(UPI) — Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
a favorite in the polls for the 
1976 Republican presidential 
nomination, says he doesn’t 
think he wants to be presi­ 
dent. 


“ It’s a frightening and awe­ 
some thing,” the 62-year-old 
former movie actor said in an 
interview. 
But the conservative Re­ 
publican did not foreclose the 
possibility—many believe it is 
a probability — of seeking the 
nomination in 1976, as he did 
in 1968. 
The Californian intends to 
e m b a r k on a nationwide 
speaking tour in 
January, 
1975, when his second term 
expires as governor of the na­ 
tion’s most populous state. 
Reagan said he basically 
agrees with former Texas 
Gov. John Connally, another

potential

men in San Diego he was 
‘‘not at all sure” he would 
like to be president. 
Connally said he was terri­ 
fied by the thought of occupy­ 
ing the White House and ‘‘it’s 
a task you have to dedicate 
the rest of your life to, to the 
exclusion of everything else.” 
Reagan went one step be­ 
yond Connally’s “ I’m not at 
all sure” reply and answered, 
‘‘I don’t think so” when asked 
whether he would like to be 
president. 
He 
responded: 
“ I 
think 
Connally’s answer is as right 
as anybody’s. I don't think so. 
I think any man’s answer 
would have to be the same. 
He is really committing the 
rest of his life—his very way 
of life — restricting his free­ 
dom.” 
Reagan’s press secretary, 


Edwin J. Gray, interrupted 
the interview to ask the gov­ 
ernor whether he wanted to 
let his “ I don t think so” com­ 
ment stand. 
“ I don’t know a different 
way to say it,” replied Rea­ 
gan. “ It’s a frightening and 
awesome thing. Yet at the 
same time it must be one of 
the greatest challenges that 
could come to a man.” 
Reagan observed, with a 
grin, “ If you have beliefs and 
convictions, there s an excite­ 
ment and fullfillment in im­ 
plementing those beliefs, like 
there is in this job.” 
In an August Gallup poll, 
Reagan tied with Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew as the 
top choice for the Republican 
nomination. 
Without Agnew 
on the list, Reagan easily fi­ 
nished first, running 2 to 1 
ahead of New York Gov. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller.

New York Times said Sunday

that $803,213 in undisclosed 
funds used to finance his pri­ 
vate homes probably came 
from paying little or no in­ 
come taxes, and not from 
campaign money. 
White House accounts of the 
real estate transactions show 
that Nixon spent $392,521 in 
personal funds for his Key 
Biscayne. Fla., property and 
$1,200,692 for his San Cle­ 
mente, Calif., home. 
‘‘Of this total of $1,593,213 
spent by the President, it is 
possible to locate the source 
of only $790,000. which Mr. 
N i x o n borrowed, including 
$625.000 from Robert H. Ab- 
p lan alp , the millionaire in­ 
dustrialist,” the Times said.

Americans fleeing Chile tell of 
beatings, executions during coup

Americans 
who 
were 
in 
Chile at the time of the mi­ 
litary coup told this weekend 
of severe beatings and as 
many as 25,000 persons killed 
during the uprising. 
In Miami, Adam and Pat 
Garrett-Schesh, graduate stu­ 
dents from the University of 
Wisconsin, said they saw 400 
or 500 persons executed by 
firing squad and numberless 
brutal beatings during their 
imprisonment 
as 
suspected 
foreign agents. 
They said the police ar­ 
rested them a few days after 
the death of President Salva­ 
dor Allende on suspicion of 
being either Communist or 


CIA agents. They were held 
with thousands of others at 
the National 
Football 
Sta­ 
dium. 
“ We heard the beatings and 
saw the beatings,” said Gar­ 
rett-Schesh. “ We heard and 
saw between 400 and 500 per- 
s o n s 
executed 
by 
firing 
squads. Right out on the play­ 
ing field. They were led out 
in groups of 10 to 30.” 
He said they were released 
after the U.S. consul showed 
autiiorities telegrams from of­ 
ficials in the United States 
who demanded they be let go.

Steve Tallman, 18, of Ven­ 
tura, Calif., a member of the 
touring U.S. swim team that 
was trapped in Chile during 
the revolt, said he and two 
others were pinned down in 
the Santiago YMCA for three 


days while troops and Allende 
supporters fired at each other 
in the streets. 
“ When we tried to leave, 
we were repeatedly shot at,” 
he said. “At that point we re­ 
alized we would have made 
great hostages, and we began 
to get scared.” 
They finally got out and 
flew home Thursday.

If YOU got elected to Congress and had authorization to 
hire four or live secretaries, public relations representatives, 
receptionists and what not at salaries ranging from $28.000 to 
$14.000, it would be only natural to hire your wife, brother-in- 
law, son-in-law and other in-laws and outlaws of the family 
tribe. 
Congressmen get $42.500 a year from you and me. plus a 
cornucopia of travel expenses, entertainment funds, medical 
coverage and other fringe benefits, but they do not have to 
pay the salaries of their employes (i.e. family). So it’s ail 
gravy. 
When the excesses of this nepotism from the Russian word 
for cuspidor) came to light some years ago, public indignation 
was aroused. People were sore that THEY couldn’t put THEIR 
relatives on the federal payroll. In the wake of the hue and 
cry, Congress reluctantly passed an anti-nepotism law, and 
Congressional brothers-in-law had to look for honest work. 
The survivors of the shakedown today are few. Rep. Chet 
Holifield (D.-Calif.) still pays his wife $12,500 for her services 
as receptionist, and the father of Rep.

Spark Matsunaga (D.- 
Hawaii) is worth $14.000 as “ district director,” and Patricia 
Young (R.-N.D.) draws $14,000 as executive secretary to her 
husband, Sen. Milton Young. 
Perhaps the juiciest of all if? Congressman Melvin Price (D.- 
111.) keeping his brother, Raymond, in the federal trough at 
$14.000. Price is chairman of the House Ethics Committee. 
Whatever cream oozes from the udders of the public bourse 
for pimply-faced nephews of Congressmen and gum-chewing 
daughters-in-law of Senators, my sympathies are all with the 
harried lawmakers. Life isn’t tough enough for a Republican 
Senator these days, but he's got to have a weedy son-in-law 
hanging aroupd the office buffing his nails, making smart 
cracks about Watergate and asking to borrow the senatorial 
golf clubs for the afternoon. 
How’d you like to have your daughter sitting at the desk 
opening all your mail before you arrived at the office each 
morning? Your nephew’ smirking around the House, pinching 
secretaries, lousing up your appointment book and asking for 
an advance on his salary. My sympathies are all with the 
solon. 
And how about those hen-pecked senators whose wives are 
entrenched behind the desk as “executive secretaries” ? I’ll 
say executive. Opening your mail, answering all your tele­ 
phone calls, eyeing visiting delegations of the Junior Women’s 
Club, volunteering your services to talk to the WCTU — possi­ 
bly volunteering a pint of your blood, or even a heart trans­ 
plant. 
None of us. of course, have (cough) secrets from our wives, 
but I think most Congressmen prefer the public eye to the 
private eye.

byist in the state Capitol and 
he is likely to tell you the 
1973 legislative session wras a 
mighty good year. 
Organized labor got just 
about everything it sought 
f r o m the Democratic-con- 
trolled Assembly and Senate. 
But union leaders are not 
as confident their batting av­ 
erage will be as high with 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, espe­ 
cially on two major bills that 
would provide collective bar­ 
gaining 
for 
teachers 
and 
unemployment insurance for 
farm w’orkers. 
The administration opposed 
both the teacher bill by Sen. 
George Moscone, D-San Fran­ 
cisco, and the farmworker 
m e a s u r e by Assemblyman 
Jack Fenton, D-Montebello. 
The administration also ob­ 
jected to legislation by As­ 
sembly Speaker Bob Moretti, 
D-Van Nuys, to extend collec­ 
tive bargaining to state and 
local government employes, 
including the right to strike. 
T h e 
controversial 
bill 
cleared the Assembly with no 
votes to spare but stalled in a 
Senate committee urhen Mo­ 
retti wras unable to muster 
the three votes necessary for 
approval. The bill remains 
alive, however, and eligible 
for consideration next year. 
Three bills to establish a 
farm labor relations law in 
California — opposed gener­ 
ally by the state AFL-CIO 
and Cesar Chavez’ 
United 
Farm 
Workers—never 
sur­ 
vived committees. 
The labor committees of 
both houses plan to hold be­ 
tween sessions hearings in an 
attempt to draft compromise 


legislation aimed at satisfying 
both labor and growers. 
Even as the legislature was 
killing the bills by Senate Re­ 
publican leader Fred Marler 
Jr. of Redding, Sen. George 
Zenovich. D-Fresno, and As* 
s e m b l y m a n Bob Wood, 
R-Greenfield, Chavez said he 
would support legislation re­ 
quiring secret ballot elections 
in jurisdictional disputes be­ 
tween unions vying to repre­ 
sent agricultural workers. 
Chavez, locked in a bitter 
and 
often 
violent struggle 
with the Teamsters to repre­ 
sent farm workers, said such 
a bill must have “ proper 
safeguards 
to 
protect 
the 
rights of all farm workers.” 
The Assembly voted 56-12 
and the Senate 21-15 to extend 
to 225.000 farm workers the 
same unemployment benefits 
now enjoyed by workers i;> 
other 
industries. 
The 
bili 
w o u l d provide j o b l e s s 
payments up to $75 a week 
for 26 weeks. Reagan vetoed 
similar legislation last year.

The bill extending collective 
bargaining rights to teachers 
would provide for secret bal­ 
lot union representation elec­ 
tions and an “ agency shop.” 
The measure wouldn’t grant 
teachers the right to strike. 
Opponents charged during 
debate that such legislation 
would make teacher strikes 
more frequent, but Moscone 


denied it. He said the bill 
would establish the machine­ 
ry for collective 
“ negotia­ 
tions” and make strikes less 
likely. 
Current law requires school 
boards to “ meet and confer” 
with 
teacher 
organizations. 
The Moscone bill would re­ 
quire them to negotiate in 
“ good faith.” 
The Moretti collective bar­ 
gaining bill for state and local 
government employes, on the 
other hand, would allow pub­ 
lic workers to strike as a last 
resort. Moretti contends his 
measure would establish col­ 
lective bargaining procedures 
so that strikes would be less 
likely to occur than they are 
now.

ing in the Riksdag (parlia­ 
ment) next year, 'will strip 
Carl Gustaf of the few re­ 
maining prerogatives of royal 
power. 
He will no longer act in a 
government crisis, he wilt not 
preside at the cabinet m et­ 
ing and he will not be the su­

commander 
of 
the 
armed forces. 
But no one thought of Carl 
Gustaf’s future role as a 
purely 
figurehead 
monarch 
recently, when he was offi­ 
cially installed with all the 
pomp and circumstance that 
only an ancient royal house 
can muster.

Three environmental special­ 
ists say the greatest deterrent 
to progress in the war against 
pollution comes from zealots 
who make unscientific exag­ 
gerations and demand instant 
results. 
“ All sorts of dire predic­ 
tions are being made by all 
sorts of people, but those 
most frightening with respect 
to health are being made by 
persons who are not phys­ 
icians,” said Dr. Daniel C. 
Braun, John A. Jurgiel and 
Dr. Paul Gross. 
They said in an article in 
the September issue of Ar- 
c h i v e s of Environmental 
Health that no reasonable 
person would suggest that 
pollution is not a serous 
problem. They said it de­ 
mands 
all 
the 
intelligent, 
scientific and technical effort 
that can be mustered.

When these bo o ks hadn’t arriv ed nine weeks after they were 
o rdered, I wro te to the New Yo rk address o nly to hav e my 
letter returned by the po st o ffice. 


It was by luck that I stumbled o n a New Jersey address in 
an adv ertisement in a newly-released bo o k. When I wro te to 
the co mp any at that address, 1 receiv ed a no tice that I hadn’t 
allo wed tim e eno ug h fo r deliv ery . I wro te ag ain and the reply 
was that I had no t sent eno ug h info rmatio n. 


I wo uld appreciate it if y ro u wo uld co ntact the co mpany and 
ask that I either receiv e the bo o ks o r $4 .60 , the price o f pur­ 
chase. 


If it were no t fo r o rg anizatio ns like y o urs, peo ple in state 
priso ns, like my self, wo uld hav e no way to straig hten o ut mail 
o rder pro blems.—J.S., Chino . 


New American Library wro te back that the books were 
being ship p ed ev en tho u gh the co mp any has no reco rd of y o u r 
o riginal o rder. The firm claim s that y ou were asked to send a 
co p y of y o u r canceled check bu t did no t do so. 
“ We hav e been ex p eriencing difficu lty with p riso ns accep ting 
book o rders fo r p riso ners,” the firm wro te. “ Fo r so me reaso n, 
mo st of tho se o rders are retu rned.” 
After he learned y o u are at the Califo rnia Institu tio n fo r 
Men as a gu idance center resident, Earl Mu ff in the p u blic 
relatio ns o ffice stated that inm ates are in the center an av er­ 
age of eight to 12 weeks. It is a recep tio n and diag no stic 
div isio n o f the institu tio n. 
Fo r sto rage and transp o rtatio n reaso ns, gu idance center 
residents are allo wed only a limited nu mber of p erso nal p o s­ 
sessio ns. That is w’hy book o rders may be retu rned to the 
p u blisher by the center and the p riso ner so no tified. 
If y ou hav e mo v ed to a p erm anent lo catio n when the bo o ks 
arriv e at the gu idance center, they will be fo rwarded. Mu ff 
believ es that mo st bo o ks and p erio dicals are accep table to 
mo st institu tio ns altho u gh law req u ires that each issu e of 
a 
p u blicatio n be cleared as to co ntent. 


The letter in y o ur co lumn Sept. 1 0 co ncerning the lo ss o f a 
sick puppy saddened my heart and tro ubled my mind. 
It seems to me that the pro blem we hav e is no t with anim­ 
als but, as usual, with peo ple. 
If we truly care abo ut the well-being o f no t o nly this puppy 
but all present and future g eneratio ns o f o ur pets, wre hav e to 
face this fact — a pet, no matter ho w dear to us o r ho w much 
a part o f the family it may be, is no t a necessity , but a 
lux ury . 
To ask the public to chip in to help y o u pay fo r this lux ury , 
which is what y o u are do ing when y o u ask fo r disco unt “ wel- 
fare” -sty le animal clinics, is unfair and illo g ical.

Putting the blame 
on Billy Graham 


Watergate has a way o f to uching ev ery aspect o f 
American life. Church, co llege and co mmunity af­ 
fairs that turn so ur o r rev eal bad decisio ns are cal­ 
led “ mini Watergates.” Indiv iduals and gro ups tag­ 
ged with failure are labeled “ plumbers.” Ev en 
phrases and sentences such as “ o ne thing perfectly 
clear" and “ at that po int in time” must be linked 
with do uble meanings o r no t used at all. 
The religio us co mmunity has churned the Water­ 
gate episo de to a ho ly fro th. Liberals are blaming 
White Ho use establishment religio us leaders, such 
as Billy Graham, fo r the mo rality that made Water­ 
gate po ssible. Graham, writing in the New Yo rk 
Times, argued that the spiritual and mo ral co llapse 
o f the who le co untry —especially the permissiv eness 
o f the Six ties—was the so urce o f the po litical plo tt- 
ing. 
J ames A. 
Miehener, respo nding to 
Graham s 
statement in the same newspaper, ex plo ded with: 
“ He has it backwards. The men who engineered 
Watergate were the least permissiv e in America. 
They sat Sunday mo rnings in the White Ho use and 
listened to Billy Graham himself preach co nso ling 
appro v al o f the status quo . He was o ne o f the few 
men in America who co uld hav e influenced the 
co urse o f Watergate, and he did no thing abo ut it.” 
The difficulty here is o ur sho rt memo ry and limit­ 
ed info rmatio n co ncerning the wo rkings o f the White 
Ho use. In fact, the Sunday serv ices were the dream 
o f the Secret Serv ice who wanted the President o ut 
o f sanctuary target areas. This suited Mr. Nix o n fo r 
his religio us persuasio ns were v ague and mo st per­ 
so nal. Mo st o f the time he is at. San Clemente o r 
Flo rida—White Ho use serv ices, when held, were fo r 
senio r members o f the administratio n and family . 
Graham, Dr. Peale and o thers were o n the inv ita­ 
tio nal list o f preachers. 
The co nserv ativ e religio us theme has been the 
clo se o ne to o ur mo st recent presidents. And critics 
hav e been eager to lay the blame o n Billy Graham 
fo r his ro le as adv iser and co mpanio n to J o hnso n 
and Nix o n (altho ugh he was clo sest to Eisenho wer). 
Yet many who sit in judgment o n the ev angelist and 
his ro le do no t hav e the back-stage perspectiv e and 
their memo ries are failing o n ev en public acco unts. 
Co nsider the war in Vietnam. Graham did giv e 
tacit appro v al to the co nflict by suppo rting the 
J o hnso n-Nix o n 
participatio n—and 
certainly , 
the 
bo mbing. Yet it was Billy Graham who ex erted ev ­ 
ery influence to place Sen. Mark Hatfield fo r v ice- 
president o n the Nix o n slate in 19 6 8 —the leading 
Republican critic o f Asian po licy ! 
So me churchmen hav e raged against Graham fo r 
his silence during the perio d o f sav age bo mbing 
when the peace nego tiatio ns seemed in a state o f 
co llapse late last y ear. Yet insiders kno w (and it 
may be o ne day rev ealed in his auto bio graphy ) that 
Dr. Graham priv ately put intense pressure fo r a 
settlement at the highest lev els o f go v ernment. 
Graham canno t be blamed fo r Watergate, fo r the 
fo llies o f the Nix o n-Agnew team no r the failures o f 
the nex t president. His co nserv ativ e theo lo gy will 
alway s create debate amo ng Christians, but histo ry 
will pro bably be mo st genero us to the wo rld's mo st 
famo us ev angelist. 


The new bumpers 
somewhat lacking 


Tho se giv e-and-take bumpers required by federal 
standards beginning with 19 73 cars are resisting 
damage, but no t to the ex tent ho ped fo r. 
That is the co nclusio n o f a study —the first to 
mo nito r the effects o f safety - and damageability 
standards o n accident co sts—submitted to the Na­ 
tio nal Highway Traffic Safety Administratio n. 
The study by State Farm Mutual Auto mo bile In­ 
surance Co ., the natio n’s largest car insurer, was 
based o n a three-mo nth co mpilatio n and co mpariso n 
o f so me 1,6 00 claims inv o lv ing gro ups o f 19 73 and 
19 72 mo dels. It 
fo und that the ’7 3s were less 
frequently damaged in fro nt and rear co llisio ns, but 
there was v ery little reductio n in the av erage repair 
co sts o f these co llisio ns. 
Principal findings o f the study : Co mpared to 1972 
mo dels, 19 73 mo dels had fewer cases o f lro nt and 
rear damage. Replacement frequencies o f certain 
majo r co mpo nents, including fro nt 
and rear face 
bars and grilles, were significantly lo wer fo r the 
1973 mo dels. Nev ertheless, av erage repair co sts 
were abo ut the same fo r the two y ears: $29 0 fo r 
19 73 mo dels v s. $29 3 fo r ’72s. 
One reaso n claims co sts hav e no t decreased is the 
mo re co mplex and co stly design o f bumper sy stems 
to meet federal standards. Prices fo r v irtually 7 all 
19 73 bumper replacement 
co mpo nents 
increased 
o v er 19 72 prices—in o ne case fro m $138 .10 to $306 .6 3 
lo r a co mplete fro nt bumper. 
Acco rding to Dr. Way -ne W. So renso n, head o i 
State Farm’s research department, a new and mo re 
demanding bumper standard being co nsidered by 
the Department o f Transpo rtatio n pro mises mo re 
sav ings, as well as safety , to the American mo to r­ 
ist. 
This pro po sed standard wo uld prev ent damage to 
any part o f the car in lo w-speed crashes The pre­ 
sent standard applies o nly to saiety -related parts, 
such as lights, brakes and o ther sy stems necessary 
fo r safe o peratio n o f the v ehicle.

U.S. hands clean in Chile coup 


WASHINGTON — We hav e been de­ 
luged with inquiries fro m all o v er the 
wo rld abo ut po ssible U. S. inv o lv ement 
in the o v erthro w o f President Salv ado r 
Allende in Chile. 
Because we ex po sed the 1TT-C1A plo t 
to blo ck Allende fro m assuming po wer 
in 19 70, newspapers in many co untries 
hav e asked us whether the CIA was 
also behind the military co up which 
left Allende dead in the presidential 
palace last week. 
We hav e checked carefully with the 
best so urces av ailable to us in the 
White Ho use, State Department, Penta­ 
go n and CIA. Here’s what we hav e 
fo und: 
Fo r the past few mo nths, Washingto n 
has been bo mbarded with intelligence 
repo rts fro m Chile warning o f “ dis­ 
co ntent and plo tting in the military 
serv ices.” Only the day befo re the 
takeo v er, a Chilean military o fficer in­ 
fo rmed the U. S. embassy in Santiago 
that a co up was imminent. 
No ev idence 
T h e 
warning, 
ho wev er, 
wasn’t 
treated as any mo re significant than 
do zens o f similar repo rts that hav e 
been passed o n to Washingto n recently . 
We co uld find no ev idence that Wash­ 
ingto n knew in adv ance what the Chi­ 
lean generals were planning. 
The sudden arriv al in Washingto n o f 
Nathaniel Dav is, the U. S. ambasssa- 
do r to Chile, o n the weekend befo re the 
takeo v er has been cited as ev idence 
that the United States must hav e had 
so me inkling o f the plo t. On the co n­ 
trary , we hav e learned that Dav is 
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cho se that weekend fo r his v isit be­ 
cause he ex pected it to be co mpara­ 
tiv ely calm in Santiago . 
He was summo ned to Washingto n by 
Henry Kissinger who . in anticipatio n o f 
his co nfirmatio n as secretary o f state, 
wanted to assess a few to p diplo mats 
fo r po ssible Washingto n assignments. 
Because o f the v o latile situatio n in 
Chile, Kissinger specified that Dav is 
sho uld cho o se the mo st quiet time to 
co me to Washingto n. 
Dav is, o f co urse, knew abo ut the 
stirrings within the Chilean armed fo r­ 
ces. But he had emphasized in his se­ 
cret cables that “ ev ents mo v e slo wly in 
Chile, o r perhaps better said. Chileans 
hav e great ability to rush to the brink, 
embrace each o ther and back o ff.” 
Department matters 
When Dav is met with Kissinger, ac­ 
co rding to o ur so urces, they spent no 
mo re than fiv e o r 10 minutes rev iewing 
the Chilean situatio n. Mo st o f their dis­ 
cussio n was dev o ted to internal State 
Department matters. 
It is po ssible that the CIA may hav e 
been inv o lv ed in so me mino r pro ject 
against Allende. But the CIA is fo rbid­ 
den to interv ene in any majo r fo reign 
o peratio n witho ut the specific appro v al 
o f the hush-hush 
Fo rty Co mmittee, 
which passes o n underco v er o peratio ns. 
Our so urces, who hav e access to the 
secret deliberatio ns o f the Fo rty Co m­ 
mittee, assure us that no pro ject was 
appro v ed to depo se Allende. 
The Pentago n, meanwhile, has been 
furnishing arms to the Chilean military 
establishment. After Allende came to 
po wer, the White Ho use co nsidered cut­ 


ting o ff military aid to Chile. The deci­ 
sio n was made to co ntinue arms ship­ 
ments because the Chilean generals 
were kno wn to be anti-Allende. 
Fo r ex ample. $12.4 millio n wo rth o f 
credits were granted to the Chilean 
armed fo rces last y ear fo r the pur­ 
chase o f U.S. military supplies and the 
training o f Chilean o fficers. The Penta­ 
go n had no direct part, ho wev er, in the 
plo t against Allende. 
DEADLY ENEMIES: The Watergate 
dev elo pments hav e taken an iro nic 
twist which has left the two ringlea­ 
ders, G. Go rdo n Liddy and E. Ho ward 
Hunt, deadly enemies. 
Liddy is a fanatic who o ffered to 
submit to being gunned do wn in the 
streets. Mafia-sty le, fo r his failure at 
Watergate. When his startled superio rs 
declined to arrange his ex ecutio n, he 
went to priso n, lips grimly sealed. 
Hunt is a ro mantic who play ed the 
spy ro le until the plo t turned o ut. no t to 
hav e a sto ry bo o k ending. He was o ne 
o f the first to break and to thro w him­ 
self upo n the mercy o f the pro secuto rs. 
When he to ld the o ther Watergate 
co nspirato rs that he had bro ken his 
secrecy 
o ath, 
acco rding 
to 
priso n 
so urces. Liddy ho llered fo r a guard. 
“ Keep me away fro m him,” Liddy 
gro wled, referring to Hunt, “ o r I'll kill 
him!” 
That was the last time Liddy and 
Hunt hav e spo ken to o ne ano ther. 
No w Hunt appears to be the key go v ­ 
ernment witness against the Cubans he 
recruited to do his dirty wo rk. 
His flair fo r" the dramatic gav e him 
a charismatic sway o v er the Cubans. 


Wallace's lesson in integrity 


Alabama Go v erno r Geo rge Wallace 
presently is 
circulating a letter that co nv ey s a refreshing to uch 
o f decency in an arena far to o cro wded with dead­ 
beats in and o ut o f o ffice. 
Wallace is ackno wledging that he still has a defi­ 
cit fro m his 19 72 presidential campaign, that he 
o wes mo ney to credito rs and suppliers, and that he 
is do ing his best to pay it all o ff. 
A large percentage o f po liticians leav e the credi­ 
to rs and suppliers o n the ho o k the day after elec­ 
tio n. whether they win o r lo se, if they hav en’t paid 
in adv ance. In fact, po litical credit is so lo w it has 
reached the po int mo st credito rs and suppliers de­ 
mand cash in adv ance o f serv ice, hav ing been bur­ 
ned far to o o ften fo r listening to the pleadings o f 
candidates o r suppo rters and o ppo nents o f issues. 
That’s what is so refreshing abo ut the Wallace 
appro ach. 
He writes: “ Yo u kno w what happened to me o n 
May 15, 19 72, in Laurel. Mary land. And but fo r the 
grace o f Go d. I wo uldn’t be sitting here at my desk 
writing to y o u no w. 
“ I can’t really blame any o ne fo r no t co ntinuing to 
co ntribute, especially to a campaign which suddenly 
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came to a halt. 
“ But here is the perso nal pro blem this left me: 
$200.000 o wed to small credito rs and 
suppliers. A 
debt that I’m perso nally wo rking ev en dav to pav 
o ff. 
“ . . . at a fund raising rally (recently ) we were 
able to reduce the debt to the present $18 3.000. 
“ . . . I canno t, at the mo ment, . . . co ntinue to 
fly aro und the co untry . . . as much as I wo uld like 
to . So I’m do ing the nex t best thing. I’m writing to 
tho se who might help me pay o ff this debt. 
“ My debts include printing co mpanies, o ffice sup­ 
ply and statio nery , equipment rental co ncerns, and 
so o n. I feel highly respo nsible to all o f these 
peo ple. Fo r ex ample, there is o ne printer with a 
half do zen emplo y ees. Because he 
believ ed 
so 
stro ngly in my campaign, he supplied credit to us. 
Our bill to him was $25,000 . . . and is no w paid 
do wn to 8 13.000, but I must see that he is paid in 
full . . . ” 
And so go es the Wallace appro ach. One may 
agree o r disagree with his po litical philo so phy , but 
when it co mes to integrity it wo uld be a jo y If a lo t 
o f peo ple to o k a lesso n. 
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The death penalty 


The autho rs o f o ppo sitio n to the pro p­ 
o sed legislatio n (SB 450) hav e pre­ 
sented an emo tio nal case against capit­ 
al punishment.

Nixon trade 
pledge doomed

WASHINGTON — Under the steady battering o f headlines 
no w dramatizing the co urageo us struggle fo r civ il rights by 
intellectual dissidents in the So v iet Unio n. President Nix o n’s 
pledge to giv e the Russians equality with o ther natio ns in 
trading with the U.S. is at least tempo rarily do o med. 
The ro o t cause o f the tro uble far antedates the decisio n by 
Russian autho r and No bel prize-winner Alex ander So lzhenitsy n 
and o ther Russian intellectuals to go public with their deeply 
emo tio nal griev ance against the Kremlin. 
I he ro o t cause is the highly successful campaign o f Demo ­ 
cratic Sen. Henry M. J ackso n o f Washingto n, backed by the 
po werful American-J ewish co mmunity , to use the issue o f 
trade equality as a club to fo rce Mo sco w to permit to tally free 
emigratio n o f So v iet J ews to Israel. 
But that campaign by . J ackso n and Rep. Wilbur Mills o f 
Arkansas, chairman o f the Ho use Way s and Means Co mmittee, 
backed by a clear majo rity in bo th the Ho use and Senate, has 
no w been galv anized by the shrewdly publicized civ il rights 
struggle o f So lzhenitsy n, nuclear phy sicist Andrei D. Sakharo v 
and o ther brav e civ il libertarians centered in Mo sco w. 
The net result as o f to day : so mething clo se to panic in the 
Nix o n White Ho use. The President’s cherished po licy o f detente, 
with the So v iet Unio n, sy mbo lized by his pledge to giv e Mo s­ 
co w bo th U.S. credits and mo st-fav o red-natio n trade treatment, 
no w co nfro nts a threat that no o ne in the White Ho use tho ught 
po ssible when the pledge was made at the Mo sco w summit 16 
mo nths ago . 
Rescue do wn the drain 
One tentativ e rescue o peratio n went do wn the drain this 
week when Secretary o f State Henry Kissinger cancelled a trip 
to the Way s and Means Co mmittee intended to rev erse the 
disastro us tide and co nv ert eno ugh members to defeat the 
J ackso n amendment. 
A majo r reaso n Kissinger’s appearance was po stpo ned was. 
that a telepho ne talk between Mills, reco v ering fro m his. back 
o peratio n dewn in Arkansas, and Rep. A1 Ullman o f Orego n, 
acting co mmittee chairman, decreed its 
futility . Mills flatly . 
declined to change his po sitio n o n the J ackso n amendment ; 
(which, with liberal Demo crat Rep. Charles A. Vanik o f Ohio , 
he is spo nso ring in the Ho use). 
Mills refused to bo w to frenzied White Ho use requests that 
he shift to a less rigid amendment spo nso red by Rep. J ames. 
C. Co rman, a Demo crat, and Rep. J erry L. Pettis, a Republi-- 
can. bo th o f Califo rnia. That amendment wmtld giv e the Presi­ 
dent much-needed flex ibility , while preserv ing his po wer, to use 
the mo st-fav o red-natio n issue as a co ntinuing dev ice to pres-, 
sure Mo sco w. 
Administratio n strategists are no wr ho ping Kissinger will 
ex ude eno ugh persuasiv e charm o n the co mmittee within the 
nex t two w’eeks to do o ne o f two things: first, get co mmittee 
appro v al o f the mo st-fav o red-natio n pro v iso fo r Mo sco w with 
no strings attached: o r, seco nd, persuade the co mmittee to 
pass the Co rman-Pettis co mpro mise. 
Under this strategy , the v o te o n the mo st-fav o red-natio n 
clause (Title Fiv e in the highly impo rtant trade bill) wo uld be 
po stpo ned until just befo re the bill is cleared by the co mmittee 
and ready fo r actio n in the Ho use. 
Pro tecting Nix o n’s o ptio n 
That w^ay , administratio n'strategists ho ld, the mo mentum o f 
a fav o rable v o te in co mmittee might carry the bill thro ugh the 
Ho use witho ut the 
Mills-Vanik amendment. Then, when the 
Senate v ersio n o f the bill—sure to co ntain the o riginal J ackso n 
amendment—is sent to a Senate-Ho use co nference early nex t 
y ear, a co mpro mise wo uld emerge pro tecting the President's 
o ptio n to keep his pledge to Leo nid Brezhnev , the So v iet Co m­ 
munist party leader. 
All that no w lo cks like wishful thinking, in spades. The 
strenuo us effo rts by Mr. Nix o n, by Kissinger, himself J ewish, 
and by o ther high administratio n aides to cho ke o ff the rabid 
suppo rt fo r the J ackso n amendment in the American-J ewish 
co mmunity —“ wherev er there is a sy nago gue,” as o ne J ewish 
leader to ld us—has failed. 
Making that failure wo rse are the deeply emo tio nal ci­ 
v il rights sto ries fro m Mo sco w and the sudden attack o n liberal 
Demo cratic leaders here by .So v iet intellectuals fo r refusing to 
face the facts abo ut civ il rights in the So v iet Unio n. 
Deeper implicatio ns lie ahead, particularly o n ho w the 
Kremlin will react when it fails to get deliv ery o n the Nix o n 
pledge. Also deeply inv o lv ed is American big business, w7hich 
likes the smell o f pro fits fro m v astly greater trade with Rus­ 
sia. But in its present mo o d, tho se co nsideratio ns—and per­ 
haps ev en the full blo o m o f detente itself—seem unimpo rtant.: 
to this Co ngress.

The bidding started at 75 cents a 
pound, which was average for beef. 
The bidders seemed to like the looks 
of Buster, with “ meat in the right 
places,” and, as the bidding price 
skyrocketed, the Brun family kept 
chanting, “ higher, higher.” 
Peter was all smiles when he joined 
his family after the auction.

OIA passenger 
total is 789,368 


ONTARIO — The passenger count at 
Ontario International Airport has in­ 
ched closer to the one million mark. 
The August total of 126.673 boosted 
the number so far this year to 789,368, 
compared to August 1972 when the 102,- 
432 passengers pushed the eight-month 
total to 674,697. 


The August 1973 count also set a new 
record high for the third consecutive 
month. The previous record was set in 
July with 117,993 passengers, which 
eclipsed the June record of 112,986. 


Officials expect between 1.15 million 
and 1.2 billion passengers this year, 
compared to 1,029 passengers during 
1972. At the present pace, the one-mil­ 
lion level should be reached about 
Thanksgiving, they added. 


The August total included 105,837 
passengers on scheduled flights, 14.385 
on scheduled commuters, 6,057 on ncn- 
scheduled flights and 394 on alternate 
operations.

POMONA — It all began as a tem­ 
porary job, but now after 19 years, Ed 
Keating will retire and perhaps write a 
book about the memories, good and 
bad, of work with troubled boys. 
Keating joined the staff of Boys Re­ 
public, the school-farm community for 
delinquent boys located in Chino, in 
mid-1954 as a night supervisor. He took 
the job after a position in civil defense 
in Pomona fizzled out from lack o f 
funds. 
“ We ran out of money and the pro­ 
gram was cut. I swore that I would not 
return to boys’ work again. It was too 
frustrating. I took the Boys Republic 
job because I thought it would be only 
three or four months until the other 
job was refunded, but it didn’t happen 
that way. So I just stayed on with Boys 
Republic,” said Keating before his re­ 
tirement. 
Directo r in 1961 


The tall, husky man opened the 
school’s residence in Pomona at 733 N. 
Garey Ave. in January 1961 as direc­ 
tor. The residence was conceptualized 
as an attempt “ to give the kids a 
chance to get ready for release. It was 
designed as group therapy to help 
them solve their problems, motivate 
them through education in high school 
and try to get them ready for college,” 
said Keating. 
Now at age 66 and looking at least 10 
years younger, Keating prepares to 
leave after seeing approximately 225 
boys go through the residence. Most 
have succeeded, some have not, but all 
hold Keating somewhere in their me­ 
mories of youth, troubled times and 
the efforts to make it. 
Keating’s 
occupational 
life 
began 
with the recreation department under 
the Work Projects Administration in 
San Jose. From there, he joined the 
staff of Lytton School in Healdsburg, a 
coeducational facility that served a sim­ 
ilar purpose as that of Boys Republic. 
After 18 months there, World War II 
broke out and Keating became a civi­ 
lian employe in the transportation divi­ 
sion of the War Department in San 
Francisco. 
The war ended in August 1945 and 
about a year later, he left the post of 
principal administrative assistant and 
rejoined the Lytton staff. He put in se­ 
ven years there on this stretch as dean 
of boys before a colonel friend from 
the service asked him to come to Po­ 
mona. He thought the frustration of 
youth work had ended, but discovered 
differently six months later. 
“ In my blood” 
“ I guess it was in my blood,” he 
chuckled. “ I went back because it was 
something I knew. And suddenly it was 
a grand new ballgame. I liked working 
with these boys.” 
Within six months, Keating had been 
promoted to chief supervisor and re­ 
mained in that role until the transfer 
to the residence. 
Keating exhibited tremendous faith 
in the boys he has worked with and 
their respect is evident in the friendly 
humor and concern toward him. That 
faith paid off tremendously whsn he 
got cancer of the larynx in the late 
1950s and underwent surgery for re­ 
moval of his larynx in May ’959. 
“ Those kids carried me through the 
biggest psychological battle of 
my 
life,” he recalled. 
Among those of his boys who have 
made it are deputy sheriffs, an IBM 
salesmen supervisor for 11 western

states, businessmen, military career 
men. And nearly all of the former te­ 
nants of the residence stay in touch 
through letters and occasional visits.

ONTARIO — We Turn in Pushers, 
Inc. (We T.I.P.) has authorized pay­ 
ment of rewards to two area infor­ 
mants whose information recently led 
to the confiscation of more than $150,- 
000 in illegal heroin. 
A We T.I.P. spokesman said police, 
using some of the information supplied 
by the two informants in late 1972, ar­ 
rested six persons involved in illegal 
heroin trafficking in the West End 
area, two of whom were convicted of 
drug violations in West Valley Superior 
Court. 
In addition to the six arrests in two 
police investigations, officers seized 11 
ounces of pure Mexican heroin, along 
with 24 packets of cut heroin with a 
total street value of $150.240. 
Tipsters designated as GB 654 and GB 
721 aie authorized to go to their prear­ 


ranged drop points and pick up their 
rewards. 


Since We T.I.P. opened its local and 
statewide T.I.P. pho~.e numbers (714- 
983-9611 and 800-472-7785) 18 months 
ago, police agencies using We T.I.P. 
information on suspected drug pushers, 
have arrested 353 persons, 70 of whom 
have been convicted of various drug of­ 
fenses. Nearly 4,000 tips on suspected 
drag rushers hav-i been called in to 
We T.I.P. by anonymous informants. 


Information from the anonymous in­ 
formants is forwarded from We T.I.P. 
to the police agencies involved, who 
may use the data to launch an investi­ 
gation. The anonymous informants are 
eligible for a reward from $100 to $500 
if the susprcted drug pusher is ar­ 
rested and convicted.

LAMB — Abo u t 
fo u r y ears ag o I h ad a h eart 
attack. 
Since th en I h av e 
g radu ally initiated a swimm­ 
ing p ro g ram and no w swim 
abo u t o ne and a h alf h o u rs, 
fo u r day s a week. Rarely , I 
h av e ch est p ain and 
take 
small g ly cerin p ills fo r th is, 
also I take Serp asil, v itamin 
C, o th er v itamins and min­ 
erals. 


My main p ro blem is inter­ 
mittent p ain in th e so les o f 
my feet wh ich is ex cru ciat­ 
ing . It is th e kind o f sting ing 
p ain y o u su stain after distance 
ru nning . In additio n to h eart 
sp ecialists, I h av e seen two 
internists, two o rth o p o ds, two 
p o diatrists and two neu ro lo g ­ 
ists.

Dear Reader — Yo u r p ro b­ 
lem o bv io u sly h as no easy so ­ 
lu tio n. Th ere are so me o rth o ­ 
p edic p ro blems inv o lv ing th e 
mu scles and bo ne jo ints th at 
mig h t be a facto r, bu t we’ll 
assu me o n th e basis o f y o u r 
ex aminatio ns y o u do n’t h av e 
th ese. 
Vitamin 
deficiencies 
sh o u ld no t be a p ro blem. Th is 
leav es th e mo st likely cau se 
to be inv o lv ement o f th e p eri­ 


p h eral nerv es th at g o to th e 
so les o f th e feet. 
On th e list o f th ing s to do , 
y o u sh o u ld be ex amined care­ 
fu lly fo r diabetes, and th is 
means mo re th an a fasting 
blo o d su g ar, wh ich can be 
no rmal in a p erso n with mild 
diabetes. Yo u sh o u ld h av e a 
g lu co se to lerance test do ne. 
It’s 
p o ssible 
th at 
diabetes 
may be affecting y o u r p eri­ 
p h eral nerv es and cau sing 
th is tro u ble, ev en th o u g h y o u 
mig h t no t h av e an o bv io u s o r 
sev ere case o f diabetes. 
Ano th er 
disease 
p ro blem 
wh ich is ex tremely rare, bu t 
sh o u Jd be lo o ked fo r, is th e 
p o ssibility o f amy lo ido sis. A 
mu scle bio p sy needs to be 
do ne to see if y o u mig h t h av e 
th is.

If no u nderly ing disease 
su ch as diabetic neu ro p ath y 
can be fo u nd, th en I wo u ld 
su sp ect th at th e mo st likely 
cau se is entrap ment o f th e 
nerv es to th e feet.
